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Water Tower Nears Completion District 'C' Tourn ey 
To Start Monday

Major construction on the 
new Grayling water tower is 
scheduled for completion by 
this Friday. 

Construction workers from 
Chicago Bridge and Iron 
Company expect to he nack- 
ed and ready to go by that 
date. Work on the tower 
section of the overall plan 
has been going very well 
despite the 20 below wea- 
ther. 

Tne suu,vuu ganon water 
tower is located in the Gray- 
ting Industrial Park. The 139 
foot tower is the final phase 
of Grayling’s Water Systems 
Imprevament Project which 
began in October. 

Even though the major 
buding will be done there 


are still many other opera- 
tions to be completed before 
the new tower can be put 
into operation. Painting will 
have to be done and all the 
water connections and the 
plumbing wil! have to be 
completed. The painting re- 
quires five days of temper- 
atures warmer than 48 de- 
grees. 

The tower will be painted 
sun yellow with Grayling 
painted in chestnut brown 
on the side of it. The tower 
already soars wel! above the 
treeline and can be seen 
fiom the 1-75 freeway as well 
as many other locations 
around the area. 

Total cost for the tower 
has been estimated at about

The basic reason for build- 
ing the tower is to insure an 
adequate supply of gravity 
fed water to he used in cace 
of a fire or other disaster. if 
for instance lightning biew 
out the power and started a 
serious fire at the same time, 
the tank. water could be used 
said City Manager, Jerry 
Morford. He also explained 
that having the water stored 
in a tower provides an even 
steady water pressure for the 
community. Without it there 
would be surges in the water 
pressure as the pumps cut in 
and out. This could cause 
severe damage to water fines 
and systems. 

“They seem to be dging a 
real fine job,” said Morford. 
The work is well ahead of 
schedule. He said a special 
firm which does tank inspec- 
tians will go over the con- 
struction work after the cam- 
pany completes their tasks.

Bear Labor Decision 
Postponed Uniil April

The Sixth District Court of 
Appeals in Cincinnati has

disaster. The library there is 
a disaster and right now is 
far below state levels,” she 
said. 

Burkley then said that an 
examination of school ex- 
penses has shown that 
transportation has been cut 
to the bone. Maintenance 
she Said, is cut to the point 
where further cuts will mear 
deteriorated school build- 
ings and facilities. She warn- 
ed that this would only jead 
to increased costs in the 
future as the buildings fell 
into disrepair. 

Many other issues arose 
during the meeting. Disci- 
pline in schools was a con- 
cern of many people there. 
Some people objected that 
there was less discipline in 
the schools than in other 
years. School officials point- 
ed oui that it was not the 
duty of teachers to be par- 
‘ents or baby-sitters, Burkley 
‘pointed out that if teachers 
and counsellors were cut 
from the school, discipline 
would be harder to maintain. 

Dick Wieber jold t! eot- 
ing there should be better 
discipline in classrooms and 
said when he went to school, 
pupils were better behaved. 
He thought troublemakers 
should not be allowed in 
schools. 


Fraser Dean, Crawford - 
AuSable School superinten- 
dent replied to that, saying 
that a few years ago, paren- 
tal control was a lot better 
and school discipline was 
backed by adequate disci- 
pline at home. He said 
parents of today do not dis- 
cipline their children but, 
expect leachers to do ii for 
them. “Discipline in the 
schoct must be backed by 
discipline at home and that 
just is not happening,” he 
said. 

He also pointed out that 
State laws require that stu- 
dents be educated and does 
not allow administration to 
expell them. Another spec- 
tator pointed out that in this 
day and age a teacher had to 
be extremely careful about 
discipline since many have 
faced lawsuits from angry 
parents who were against 
the schooi disciplining their 
children. 

The issue of teacher wag- 
es and fringe benefits was 
raised and the meeting was 
joid thal in fact the local 
teachers received lower wag- 
es than many others in the 
State, especially when it was 
realized that they receive no 
pension plan. “The pension 
plan amounts to about five 
per cent of wages and our 
teachers are not receiving 
this right now,” says Burk- 
ley. Local teachers now pay 
this themselves, but state 
law will make it mandatory 
that the board pays it after 
this year. 

Fraser Dean pointed out 
that one of the biggest local 
problems was that the state 
has increased local asses- 
ment. This means local citi- 
zens pay more taxes and the 
state pays !see. The mors 
money the laral enmmunity 
can come up with the less 
the state has to pay into 
education. 

He said he would love to 
see some state politician in- 
vited tc the committee meet- 
ings, since he says, that is 
where the basic problem ori- 
ginetes.

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All joints and seams are 
x-rayed and these are in- 
spected as well. The firm 
which will do the inspection 
itas not been picked yet, said 
Morford. 

Even the bitter cold this 
winter nas not neid tne work- 
men back since they began 
their job on December 2. 

Every morning they begin 
work on the tower at 8:00 
a.m. and Stay at it until noon 
when they take a half hour 
for lunch betore heading 
back up the ladder to go to 
work for the rest of the day. 

“Some of these men work- 
ing here were up to 15 
Gifferent layers of clothing 
and they are still cold,” says 
Gordon Cole, operating en- 
gineer who runs the derrick 
engine on the jcb. It is a 
large three-drum cable winch 
designed and kuilt by the 
company for their own use. 
Cabies run from it up 
through the middie of the 
tower to the derrick crane 
above. This is used to noist 
up ali the prefabricated sec- 
tions of the tower into place. 
Cole works from nang sig- 
nals and from a system of 
clangs beat out on the steel 
by the men working above. 
“It sure beats any tele- 
phone,” he said. 

He works in the comfort of 
a shelter built arnund the 
derrick engine. lt has three

the snow. Warming his 
hands over the stove inside 
he said, “I've got it easy 
compared to those guys up 
on top.” 

The workers above tread 
warily on frosty. slippery 
steel. They wear heavy boots 
makes movement difficult, 
but a mis-step can be fatal. 
On top of all of this is the 
chilling cold.

come down they are tremb)- 
ing.” said Cole. “We worked 
for three days in the really 
cold weather. It was 29 
below on Monday, 27 below 
on Tuesday and 21 below on 
a Wednesday and everyone 
worked a full shift.” 

The coldest place to work 
is hanging from the float on 
the outside of the tower. 
This is a_ platform the 
workman gets in and is 
hoisted up to weld seams on 
the outside. He is exposed 
to wind, snow and cold for 
four hours at a_ Stretch. 
Inside the tank, the workmen 
are at least protected from 
the wind. High-winds pre- 
vent the men from working 
on the job. 

“This is the coldest job we 
have ever been in.” said 
Cole. its damn slippery up 
tnere on that steei when 11's 
frosty.” He said the men 
receive no extra pay for 
working high or for working 
in the cold. Asked if the men 
get any extra warmth from 
the welding torch while they 
were working, Cole said, 
“Not enough to make any 
difference, unless you sit on 
a seam you've just welded. 
Then you'll fee! the heat.”

‘Rainy day’ plan 
soaks taxpayer 


Leave it to the fiscal planners in 
Michigan pavernment to come up with 
novelty in their approach to handling 
public funds. 

One of the latest is the so-called 
“Rainy day” fund, proposed by Gov. 
Milliken and backed, at least in prin- 
ciple, by atmost everybody who is 
anybody in the legislative leadership, 
which means most top Democrats. 

With such a lineup of support, it 
seems inevitable that Michigan will get, 
sooner or tater, a “rainy day” fund. 

This latest idea comes from the sam¢ 
fiscal planners who have brought us 
such past triumphs as — the 15-month 
fiscal year, which helped to balance a 
budget once in a while; the single 
business tax, which has driven many 
cmall hieinoecasn tn tha walt: the eharod 
tax base concept, wherein Detroit (for 
exampie) wouid benefit from ihe taxes 
paid by a new enterprise in Fowlerville; 
and so on, and so on. 

What Milliken and 
talking about now is about $129 million 
to be deposited in a “rainy day" fund. 
which means the state would collect 
that much in taxes more than it plans to 
spend, and set it aside for use some 
year when things are not quite so good. 

Milliken calls the idea a stabilization 
fund. and brands it “sound fiscal 
planning and policy.” He points out that 
in a period of economic depression, — 
that is, when it's raining, and the “rainy 
day” fund could be used — then “we 
don't need the further depressant” of 
additional state taxes. 

Personaliy | don't buy the whole idea, 
which puts meinadistinct minority and 
with such unexpected company as 
Zolton Ferency. the stormy petrel of 
Michigan Democratic politics who 
works with a group called the Socialist 
Caucus. which pretty accurately des- 
cribes Ferency's leanings. 

| probably haven't agreed with 
Ferency — or Ferency with me — for 15 
or 20 years: but on the “rainy day” fund,

enough to satisfy public needs, plus 
another $129 million to set aside for a 
“rainy day”. 

“The governor seems to be telling us 
that he knows how to save our $129 
million in our own pockets until it's 
needed for a specific purpose, the 
governor is asking us to trust him and 
the state legislators with the money, 
and to let them decide how to spend it 
when the ‘rainy day’ arrives.” 

The theory of government, it seems to 
me should be to tax only enough to pay 
for need, and to leave the balance of the 
financial resource at the discretion of 
the taxpayer. 

Should government lay up taxpayer 
funds in a savings account? | think such 
a system is plain bad public policy; it

ORR or aro ings weal fu 
the public official, but it’s not fair to the 
taxpayer. 

Michigan has been using a somewhat 
smaller but similar “rainy day” fund for 
some time. Remember the $50 million 
Veterans Trust Fund? State benefits for 
veterans were siunnased tn he naid from 
the interest the trust fund earned each 
year. But in bad times, the governor and 
legislature “borrowed” the trust fund to 
meet current expenses, and paid 
veteran benefits from current funds, 
then restored the trust fund in good 
times. The Veterans Trust Fund for 
years was a cookie jar, into which the 
legislature dipped when necessary. 


Now we have the much grander “rainy 
day” fund. without the moral suasion of 
veteran benefits to restrict its use. As 
Ferency points out, who is to decide 
when it really starts raining? 

“For years,” says Ferency, the 
spender. “it's been raining cats and 
dogs.” on the jobless. cities, schools. 
colleges etc.. etc.. etc. 

He's right, of course; the definition of 
a rainy day all depends on whose pet 


projects are getting damp. Ferency 
would say, for example, that the 
Kines erhoe} 


jobless, SchaGh, cities, ciienis of mentai 
health and prison facilities, and so on, 
are all getting wetter and wetier. 

Vd most likely part company with my 
unexpected companion, Mr. Ferency, 
on most of his priorities. Personally, it 
seems to me that it's the plain old 
taxpayer who's getting unnecessarily 
soaked.

This is the first known appli- 
cation at a trade show whereby 
a dealers order is entered 
directly into a company's com- 
puter for immediate shipment 
whiie theydealer is still in the 
exhibitor’s booth. According to 
IBM officials, Bear Archery's 
data entry system is sure to 
receive wide national recogni- 
tion. They had photographers 
on the scene to record the 
historic use of their equipment. 

According to DeMaire, “Our 
data entry system used at the 
Chicago Show greatly reduced 
our normal dealer to factory 
ordering procedure for show or- 
ders. In some cases, we siip- 
ned the dealer's order hefora he 
returned home from the show. 
This system also provided in- 
formation allowing us to con- 
firm our production schedules 
at a critical time in the pro- 
duction cycle.” 

Raiph Stevens, Bear's Direc- 
tor of Administrative Services, 
reported that the order informa- 
tion typed into the CRT unit at 
MacCormick Place was then 
sent via telephone micro-wave 
to the computer in Grayling 
where the information was oro- 
cessed and returned to Chicago 
for viewing on the screen.

Dear Mr. Nolan: 

it is with great regret that | 
must take time to prepare a 
latter such as this as | feel, for 
the purposes of the record, that 
some of the operating condi- 
tions surrounding the Grayling 
airport and its availability to 
service aircraft, both arriving 
and departing the Grayling area, 
need to be documented and 
reviewed. 

My name is Michael C. 
Henricksen and | am President 
of Lake Woods Forest Products, 
Inc., a Grayling based wood 
operation employing in the 
neighborhood of 50 to 60 peo- 
ple. Presently | own a Beech 
Baron - B-55, which | use ex- 
tensively tor business purposes 
vlavenny aruuny Mie WiGweat 
and Canada, as well as the east 
coast - for the explicit purpose 
of sales promotion and equip- 
ment review, as well as working 
on plant expansion for the 
future which would allow us to 
grow in the Grayling area. 

My purpose for addressing 
this letter 10 you, and to tInose 
whom | have indicated with 
copies of this fetter, is to help in 
any way we can to correct this 
problem. An airport in this 
condition is the laughing stock 
of the Pilots Association as well 
as the total aviation industry. | 
wouid be embarassed to have 
anyone suggest - as many of 
our customers do - that they are 
going to fly into Grayiing to 
review our operation and buy 
some of the lumber - which 
would ultimately help us to 
expand and develop our facili- 
ties. These individuais fiy turn 
many points in the midwest - 
Chicago, Detroit, Grand Rapids, 
indianapolig - and Toronto, 
Canada. 

On one occasion last year we 
had an important meeting to 
attend in Philadelphia and we 
had a snow storm of from 4” to 
6", which snould be of no great 
consequence iv those ol us whe 
have lived and grown up in this 
area. At the time we inquired 
through the Flight Service as to 
whether any NOTAM'’s had been 
issued on the Grayling Airport. 
At the time there were none. We 
cailec the iocail airport manager 
and were told that he had 
partiaHy plowed the runways 
and that it was safe enough tor 
us to depart Grayling for Phil- 
adelphia. However, due to the 
severity of the storm we decided 
iv pusipone our trip and jeave 
early the next morning. In the 
meantime the snow plow that is 
stationed at the airport had 
broken down and we inadvert- 
ently discovered | that the 5,000 
foot Tunway - was 
only plowed for approximately 
3.000 feet. We had checked witn 
the Traverse City Flight Service 
and discavered again that there 
were no NOTAM’s indicating 
that there had been a problem 
with the runway at that time. 

{t was at this point that we 
had the snowplow from our 
plant souin of Grayling come 
down to the airport and plow the 
runway so that we could make 
our departure, and our meeting 
scheduled in Philadelphia early 
that affernoon. 

(nis happened not only once, 
but on two separate occasions 
during 1976. We were compen- 
sated $50,00 for each occasion 
that we plowed the airport - of 
which $75.00 had to be paid toa 
towing firm as our truck got 
stuck out on the runway. 

My most recent experience 
occurred on February 10th of 
1977 when | had to travel to 
Toronto on business. My plane 
came in early evening on Feb- 
tuary 9th at approximately 6:15 
p.m. We were scheduled for an 
early morning departure, re- 
turning late that evening under 
general VFR conditions. We 
found in checking the NOTAM’s 
that the runway lights were 
inoperative and had been (upon 
checking with the FAA) for the 
past two weeks. We rerouted 
ourselves back through Gaylo d 
and had tu Slay Gveriighi t $ 
prior to returning to Grayling 
the next morning. 

The main reason for the lights 
being inoperative was that no 
one had taken the time to shovel 
the snow away from them - as 
certain runway lights could be 


seen peeking up through the 
snow. Certainly these lights 
were not adequate for anyone 
making an ADF approach into 
Grayling of operating under 
marginal VFR conditions. The 
beacon was operational 

It is extremely difficult for me 
as a pilot to understand how a 
condition such as the Grayling 
Airport and its runways and 
taxiwavs could be qualified as 
anything short of abominable. | 
have been questioned by the 
manager, prior to this letter as 
to what exactly was the prob- 
tem. | can state emphatically 
that the problem was that we 
could not take the taxi way 
leading up to the fuel pumps 
due to the taxiway not being 
wide enough without having the 
wings Striking ihe snowsanns. 
As an example to anyone ques- 
tioning the availability of the 
taxiway - take a look and review 
ihe taxiways up at the Gaylord 
airport, and the total condition 
of that airport at all times. 

Lili warongeany coneeln tes 
only as a businessman who has 
moves and located an industry 
in the Grayling area in hope of 
developing and expanding in 
the future. but also as a pilot 
who is concerned that the best 
interest of-aviation are not being 
served in the present handling 
oy tne FBO at Grayling Airpori. 

My recommendations would 
be to either close the airport to 
winter operations in total - or - 
to maintain the runways and 
taxiways in a manner beneficial 
to all aircraft operation. Under 
the present conditions | believe 
it to be a total embarassment 
not only to the community, but 
to those individuals who might 
want to come to Grayling to 
review the possibility of locat- 
ing a business or expanding a 
present business in the area. 

This says nothing of the 
individuais who afe weekend 
flyers who come up to our 
northern country via the smail 
pleasure aircraft - for a weekend 
of snowmobiling or skiing. 

| would hope that these 
conditions can be corrected and 
reviewed in the near future.

installed new floors, siding, 
cupboards and panelling in her 
house, as well as insulating it to 
keep out the cold. 

Altnougi Mis. LaMottc has 
taken advantage of the program 
few other area residents have 
even inquired about it. About 
$180,000 is available now and 
another $400,000 has been 
applied for. The money can only 
be used in two specific areas in 
Grayling and Frederic. 

In Grayling, it is the area 
between M-72, north to North 
Oown River and between State 
Street and I-75. In Frederic the 
area runs trom the Frederic Inn 
on Old 27, north to the Grayling 
State Bank and includes several 
blocks. 

Both of these areas are as one 
contractor put it “beaten down 
neighborhoods”. Strangely e- 
nough within their confines are 
a mixture of modern homes in 
good condiiion which are a 
strange contrast to the run 
down housing next to them. 

Many are used and owned by 
cosiar citizers and low-income 
families who have been unabie 
to cope with expensive repairs 
anu upkeep. 

Under the rogram. many 
tax-free improvements can te 
made. These include: outside 
painting, repairing or replacing 
siding, roof, porches. steps, 
sivewalus or raniacing or oaint- 
ing of masonry. replacement of 
awnings, addition or replace- 
ment of gutters. plaster repairs, 
inside painting or other redeco- 
rations. 

Other major repairs are per- 
mitted as well according to a 
fetter released by Jack Alef, 
chairman of the Commissicn. 

The major repairs especially 
handy at ihis time of year 
include replacing oil or gas 
burners in the furnace or install- 
ing a compiete iiew furnace,

water heater, replacing storm 
windows and doors, installation 
of insulation or weather strip- 
ping, complete rewiring, new 
olumbing. fight fixtures and 
removing partitions to enlarge 
rooms. 

The repairs as well do not 
mean automatic higher taxes 
either. “In most cases your 
property taxes will not be in- 
creased,” says (he commission 
release. “There is now in effect 
a new law exempting $4,000 in 
living repairs per year tor three 
consecutive years, from assess- 
ment. in other words, the 
folowing repairs (lisied above) 
are now considered to be 
normal maintenance..." 

Can homeowners do the work 
themselves? Not unless ‘hey 
are licensed contractors. 

“The jobs are bid out to 
licensed contractors who are all 
local peopie,” said Jan Cornell, 
community development co-or- 
dinator for the commission. “So 
the people can't do the work 
themselves unless they are li- 
censed.” She said there were 
ADOUL 4 Uuewn Spplcations is 
for grants but she said there 
was about $400,000 more ap- 
plied for to do more work, 
including building new homes.
